The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claims 1-64: the claims are directed to a mobile terminal, comprising a de- 
multiplexer and a decoder, for receiving and processing a digital multimedia broadcast 
and voice/telephone call, wherein the multimedia digital signal includes a compressed 
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audio signal. The prior art of record does teach or fairly suggest the technique of 
controlling the decoder to discontinue decoding/processing of the audio signal and 
decode/process the voice signal when a voice signal is requested and vice versa. In 
other words, the audio processing portion of the multimedia receiver is interrupted, 
when a telephone call is requested in the presence of the multimedia signal, so as to 
output the requested telephone call using the audio processing portion of the 
multimedia audio processor, as recited in claims 1, 14, 24, 34 and 44.
